The plaintiffs claim a declaration that they 
are public servants or officials who have been 
discharged by the Government of the Irish 
Free State, and that as such public servants 
or Officials are entitled to be paid by the 
Government of the Irish Free State fair com.

those accorded by the Government of lreland 
Act, 1920. The plaintiffs further ask for an 
order fixing the amount of the compensation 
so payable by the Government of the Irish 
Free State to them.

The statement of claim set out that the 
plaintiff, Robin A. V. Hamilton, was ap- 
pointed in January, 1920, by sealed warrant 
of the Local Government Board for Ireland 
to be an Inspector to assist in the execution of 
the Local Government Act 1872, the Irish 
Land ‘Provision for Soldiers and Sailors) Ac: 
1919, and the Acts in force relating to the 
Public Health, Local Government and the 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland.

By virtue of the Articles of Agreement for 
a Treaty between Great Britain and lreland 
and subsequent. enactments the functions per 
formed by the Local Government Board fo!

By Article 19 
of the Treaty the plaintiffs on retirement cr 
discharge were entitled to be paid by the 
Government of the Irish Free State fair com- 
pensation on terms not less favourable than 
those accorded by the Government of Ireland 
Act, 1920. The Government of the Irish Free 
State, plaintiffs stated, had refused to admit 
that they were transferred to the Provisiona! 
Government, and by such action had dis- 
charged and refused to employ them as Local 
Government Inspectors, and had further 
refused to pay them fair compensation <1 
accordance with Article 10 of the Articles of 
Agreement for a Treaty. | 

The defence stated that both plaintiffs were 
temporary Inspectors appointed to assist in 
the execution of the Irish Land (Provision foi 
Soldiers and Sailors) Act, 1919, and of io 
other Act. The defendant denies that either 
of the plaintiffs is entitled to compensation as 
claimed, and further that the control and 
administration of the services under the Irish 
Land (Provision for Soldiers and Sailors) Act, 
1919, were not transferred to the Provisional! 
Government, and that the _ plaintiffs, 
therefore, remained officers of the British 
Government. 
the Provisional (Transfer of Functions) Order, 
1922, it was provided that all officers ol 
the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Department of the 
Local Government: Board, except temporary 
staff recruited subsequently to the 4th August, 
1914. should be transferred to the Provisiona! 
Government.. Both the plaintiffs belonged 
to the temporary staff of the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Department, and were recruited sub- 
sequently to the áth August, 1914. Neither 
of them was transferred at any time to the 
Provisional Government, nor was either ol 
them entitled to any compensation whatever 
from the Government of the irish Free State.

Thomas Campbell, general carrier and 
marine store dealer, of Townsend street, 
Dublin, appealed against his conviction and 
sentence to six months’ imprisonment, with 
hard labour at hist trial, before Circuit 
Judge Roche and a júrv last November, on 
charges of conspiracy to steal, and stealing 
a quantity of scrap metal, the property of 
Messrs. Ward and Co.; City quay, Dublin, 
from the site of the branch post office in 
Upper Sackviile street. which, it was stated, 
had been thrown’ over a wall on to the 
adjoining site of the Hamman Hotel. 

It was alleged that the accused man had 
conspired with the -ganger employed at the 
place at the time tor the, purpose of stealing 
the metal, his case being that he purchased 
th stuff. and dd not conspire with the 
ganger for the purpose of stealing it. He 
was convicted on the charges of conspiracy 
and larceny, the sentence of six months’ 
imprisonment imposed on each coun. to run 
concurrently.

GROUNDS OF APPEAL.

JUDGMENT. 

The Chief Justice, delivering the unanimous 
judgment of the Court, said that this was the 
first case of the kind in connection with 
evidence that had come before the Court. 
The only question involved in it was whether 
or not counsel for the prosecution was at 
liberty to prove a particvlar conviction of 
the prisoner under certain circumstances in a 
different case. The principal witnesses for 
the prosecution in this case were a sergeant 
of the Civic Guards and three other men, two 
of whom were Jews. 

Referring to the evidence which had heen 
volunteered by the prisoner, and to Mr 
Lynn's argument, he pointed out that the 
prisoner deliberately stated that these two 
Jews and the sergeant had conspired and 
concocted evidence against him in order to 
ruin him as a competitor in the old metal 
business. 

As he had said, this was the first case 
upon this particular point that came before 
the Court, and none of the authorities which 
had been cited were in any way binding upon 
them, and none of them was quite on al] 
fours with the present case, which involved 
grave imputations on the character of the 
witnesses mentioned. He thought that the 
learned judge had: acted properly and cor- 
rectly in point of law in admitting the evi- 
dence tendered by the prosecution; and, in 
his opinion, the appeal should be dismissed. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan and Mr. Justice 
O'Byrne concurred. 

The appeal was accordingly dismissed.

WHY A STATEMEN™ WAS TAKEN. 

The Guard was then cross-examined as to 
the circumstances in which the statement was 
taken. He admitted that: a statement had 
previously been taken from the prisoner 
Smith. 

Mr. McWilliam—What was the necessity 
for taking Donnelly’s statement if you had 
Smith's? 

Guard Horan—I wanted to prove the truth 
of Smith's statement. 

Mr. McWilham—That invalidates the entire 
thing in my opinicn. 

Did any of the Guards while Donnellv was 
answering questions tell him he was a hiar?--- 
No, not while I was there. 

1 put it to vou that the prisoners wero 
confined in separate rooms, cross-examined 
by the Guard and re-examined, and the 
different statements used In cross-examinatiun 
against each of them’—I did not use the 
statements. 

At this stage Mr. McWilliam intimated 
that he would require the full evidence to he 
gone into at this stage, and asserted that it 
was the practice of the Guards to take 
prisoners to the barrack, and while they were 
technically under arrest to get statements 
from them on the assumption that they were 
under arrest, and then arrest them. 

Mr. J. J. Keenan, State Solicitor, protested 
against such a charge being made against snch 
an important force. 

The Justice reminded Mr. McWilliam that 
he was making a general statement. 

Mr. McWilliam said that in the present 
case the evidence was that the Guard, having 
taken the prisoner to the barrack and had him 
technically under arrest, examined him with a 
view to getting admissions that would involve 
him. The Guard admitted that he wanted to 
get evidence of the truth of Smith’s state- 
ment. 

Guard James Kitson was then examined, 
and gave evidence of the caution administered 
to Donnelly before the statement was taken 
down. Donnelly was not cross-examined by 
him 

A POLICEMAN’S DUTY, 

The Justice said that the question was one 
for legal argument, and cited a number of 
cases, including one where the judge observed 
that it was the duty of a policeman to keep 
his mouth shut and his ears open. Policemen 
were not to discourage statements, but cer- 
tainly not to encourage them. 

The hearing will be continued at a Special 
Court to-day.

HOME ASSISTANCE WITH £3 A 
WEEK PENSION. 
From OuR UWN CORRESPONDENT. 
CORA, Tuesday. 

Mrs. Lizzie O'Connell, Glenryan avenue, 
Blarney street, Cork, whose husband, an ex- 
soldier, died in 1924, was found guilty at the 
Circuit Court here to-day of obtaining the 
sum of £79 10s. from the South Cork County 
Board of Assistance by means of false declara- 
tions regarding her means. The jury brought 
in a recommendation to mercy, and Justice 
Kenny ordered her to make restitution at 
at the rate of 5s. per week until £20 was paid. 
On\making this undertaking she was bound 
over for twelve months and discharged 

Mr. D. Casey, State Solicitor, in outlining 
the case, said that the accused woman made 
au application for home assistance in Septem- 
ber, 1924, and was interviewed by the home 
assistance officer, to whom she stated that 
she had no means whatever. Acting on that 
statement the Board of Assistance gave her 
12s. a week, which she received from 1924 to 
1927. In the meantime she was interviewed 
at intervals of six months by the home a:sist- 
ance officer as to whether there was any 
change in her circumstances or means, and 
always her answer was that there was none. 
The 12s. was continued. It was not until 
March last that it was discovered that she 


was drawing a pension of £5 2s. 2d. per week | 
from the British. Government, and, indeed, | 


was a much better-off woman than some of 
the ratepayers. It was discovered she had 
drawn ‘from the Board of Public Assistance 
£79 10s. 

Mrs. O'Connell said that her husband, who 
was a discharged soldier, died in 1924. When 
he died she got nothing, and was obliged to 
apply for home assistance. She applied for a 

ension, which she got at the end of Septem- 
se of the same year. In the meantime she 
was receiving outdoor relief. She knew het 
circumstances had changed, but did not think 
that she was doing any harm by continuing to 
draw the 12s. per week home assistance. The 
pension which was paid to her husband was 
£3 13s., but this was reduced to £3 2s. 2d., 
and she had got nothing to cover the period 
between June and September.

DUNDALK DOCTOR’S 
FATAL ERROR. 


TOOK STRYCHNINE. BY 
MISTAKE, 


- 


Dundalk was shocked yesterday morning at 
the news of the death from poisoning of Dr. 
Charles McDonnell, for some years past 
tuberculosis medical officer for County Louth. 
He was well known throughout the county, 
and was a member of one of the best known 
Louth families. 

Dr. McDonnell, who was aged forty years 
and unmarried, had been chief officer under 
the Louth tuberculosis scheme for some years, 
and was very popuiar both with his profes- 
sional colleagues and with all who came into 
contact with him. He was a brother of 
Rev. Richard McDonnell, P.P., of Jones- 
borough, County Armagh, and a brother-in- 
law of Mr. James T. McGee, Chairman of the 
Louth County Council. The greatest regret 
is felt with the members of his family. 

Yesterday afternoon an inquest on the body 
was held in the Louth Infirmary by Mr. 
J. H. Murphy, Coroner for North Louth, 
and a jury. 

THE INQUEST. 

Nurse Margretta McLoughlin, Castlebell- 
ingham, stated that she was acting under Dr. 
McDonnell. in connection with the Louth 
Tuberculosis scheme, and on Monday after 
noon they had been engaged from 12 noon 
until a quarter to 5 working in the Dundalk 
Dispensary. All the day he had been free from 
care and in the best of spirits. When she 
was leaving the doctor had been discussing 
with her their programme of work for the 
week to come, and there was nothing to 
annoy or worry him. He had arranged that 
she should send for some patients to be at- 
tended to on the following morning, and he 
had arranged to hold a night dispensary that 
night. He was in charge of the poisons, and 
the witness saw that they were all in their 
proper places, and that the bottles were 
properly labelled. Some weeks ago a fresh 
supply of drugs came in, and these included 
liquid strychnine. 

John Kieran, a yardman at the Imperial 
Hotel, Dundalk, stated that on Monday even- 
ing at seven o’clock he went into the yard 
of the hotel and saw the doctor there. He 
complained of cramps, and sent the witness 
for a chemist. 
the doctor was almost lying over the back of 
his own motor car. The witness called Mrs. 
Donnelly, a chemist. Later he assisted in 
bringing the doctor to the Louth Infirmary. 

CHEMIST’'S EVIDENCE. 

Mrs. Gertrude Donnelly, a chemist, deposed 
to rushing to the hotel yard and finding Dr. 
McDonnell there. He seemed like a man in 
an epileptic fit, and was suffering terribly. 
She loosened his collar, and when 
he came to a bit he told her that 
he had taken liquid strychnine in mistake for 
liquid morphia. She gave him an antidote, 
and he was almost stiff at that time. She 
saw that he was very ill, and ordered a priest 
and doctor to be sent for. 

Mr. W. B. Connolly, proprietor of the hotel, 
stated that Dr. McDonnell passed in after 
6 o'clock, having driven down in his motor 
car. They spoke for half a minute, and he 
appeared to be in the best of spirits. Later 
he heard that the doctor was very ill, and 
© got the priest and Dr. O’Hagan to attend 
Lim. 

THE MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Dr. O’Hagan deposed that he was tele: 
phoned for, and came at once. The doctor 
was then in the motor house in the hotel 
yard, and was having very bad convulsions. 
Mrs. Donnelly told the witness that she had 
given the doctor an antidote, as he had 
stated that he had taken two drachms of 
strychnine in mistake. ‘The witness ques- 
tioned the doctor, and he told him that in 
making up mixtures he had taken two 
drachms of liquid strychnine in mistake, 
The witness applied remedies, had a priest 
sent for, and the man removed to the County 
Infirmary, where Dr. Clarke, Dr. Donegan, 


and the witness did everything that they | 


could for him. His convulsions continued 
bad, but in the intervals he was able to 
hold an intelligent conversation. Several 
times he repeated about having 
mistake in taking the strychnine. He pre- 
sented all the appearance of one suffering 
from strychnine poisoning, and died from 
exhaustion and asphyxia. 

Replying to the Coroner, Dr. O'Hagan 
spoke o” the statement of the doctor that he 
had taken a very large overdose of strych- 
nine, half a grain of which would have been 
enough to have caused death. 

Did he say anything to you about morphia 
at all?—Not a word; he explained that he 
had been making mixtures, that there were 
two glasses. one containing water and the 
other water and strychnine; that he wanted 
a drink, and that he took the wrong one by 
mistake. 

Dr. Clarke corroborated the evidence of 
Dr. O’Hagan, ard stated that he heard Dr. 
McDonnell making the statement given in 
evidence by the last vi‘ness. 

Mrs. Donnelly explained that when she 
spoke to the doctor he spoke in a very low 
tone, and it was quite possible that she had 
been mistaken in taking him up as saying 
morphia instead of water. Now that she had 
heard Dr. O’Hagan’s statement she wished 
to make this clear to the Court. 

ACCIDENTAL POISONING. 

The Corener said that the case was un- 
usual and very sad, and more especially us 
they had all known the doctor well for years, 
The duty of the jury was to find the cause 
of death, and, as to that, they could rely 
on the evidence of the medical men. It was 
for them to say whether the poison had been 
taken in mistake or deliberately, and he 
would say that all the evidence which was 
available tended to show that the poison 
had been taken by misadventure. If thea 
doctor had intended to take it, he certainly 
would never have come down to the hotel, 
but would have remained in the dispensary, 
where he would have been found the follow- 
ing morning 

The jury unanimously found that Dr. 
McDonnell met his death through having 
strychnine poison in mistake for 
Sympathy was voted to the relatives.

UPKEEP OF BALROTHERY 
ROADS. 


a EA a————& 
SURVEYOR’S ESTIMATE 
REJECTED. 

Balrothery Rural District Council refused, 
by twelve votes against two, to adopt the 
County Surveyor’s estimate for £20,823 for 
road works in the district for the coming 
financial year, and decided, by the same 
majority, to only allocate £11,269 for this 
service. 

The County Surveyor (Mr. J. A. Ryan) 
estimated for trunk roads £1,695, for link roads 
£9,470, and for local roads £9,736. The 
Council refused to allocate any money for 
either trunk or link roads, but allocated 
£11,269 as follows :—Local roads, £9,000: re- 
payment of loans, £1,500; notices of motion, 
£250; special works, £419; sudden damage 
and contingencies, £100. The total sum, 
£11,269, is over £3,000 less than the amount 
allocated for road work last year. 

The Chairman (Mr. Thomas L. Smyth) 
asked were they going to increase the expendi 
ture on the roads this year in view of the 
distress in the district. The rates to-day were 
exactly 150 per cent. higher than in 1914, and 
the ratepayers could not stand it. 

The County Surveyor pointed out that the 
ratepayer was greatly convenienced by the 
laying of good roads. Since the roads of the 
county had been made passable ‘buses ran 
from all places to the city, which greatly 
facilitated bá in rural areas. 

Mr. C. Murray said that the running of 
'buses to the city was ruining the local shon 
keepers. The people in the rural areas went 
to the city to do their shopping, and their 
local shopkeepers had to turn round and pay 
for the maintenance of the roads that were 
ruining them. 

Mr. Ganly said that the farming industry 
had been killed by mechanically-propelled 
vehicles.

He made an 
exception, however, in favour of Chevalier 
Grattan. Flood, Mus.D., K.S.G., who was 
one of the first to be privileged to set one 
of Hardy’s songs to music. Readers of

doubt, remember the numerous old songs 
and carols introduced into that charming 
novel. On the occasion of a visit to a 
clerical friend in Dorchester, in 1891, Dr. 
Flood called on Mr. Hardy, to whom he 
presented the musica] settings of the more 
obscure of these folk-songs, a little 
courtesy which the great Victorian much 
appreciated. : 

Hardy was particularly’ pleased with 
the music score of ‘‘King Arthur’s 
Servants,’’ which Chevalier Flood had 
unearthed, and which, by the way, was a 
great favourite with the late Most Rev. 
Dr. Woodlock, Bishop of Ardagh and 
Clonmacnoise, who sang it as one of his 
pet songs at All Hallows’ College, Dublin, 
some fifty years ago. .

Canine Hysteria. 


The mysterious malady, known as 
canine hysteria, which sends a dog into 
frenzy as though he had seen a ghost, has 
caused many animals to commit suicide. 
Professor F. T. G. Hobday, Principal of 
the Royal Veterinary College, who is 
appealing for £20,000 in order to find the 
cause of the disease, has explained that 
dogs which are suddenly attacked in the 
street will rush off at a mad speed to hide. 
They are so blind with terror that they 
will dash into posts and walls, and either 
kill or maim themselves. 

This season a large number of fox- 
hounds, beagles and gun dogs, which have 
raced away when they have been stricken 
by the disease while out hunting, have 
been found dead by walls and trees. A 
large number, too, have run away and 
never been seen again. Gun dog owners 
and the owners of foxhound and beagle 
kennels have become seriously perturbed 
at the alarming spread of the disease in 
England. When a dog shows any signs of 
this hysteria, although he may be other- 
wise perfectly healthy, he must be kept 
quietly indoors for two or three weeks. 


A Threatened Sacrilege. 


Mr. John J. Johnson, writing from 
Ballinacurra, tells me that an antiquity of 
rare interest at Killaloe is threatened with 
destruction. As everyone knows, the lovely 
little town at the foot of Lough Derg, 
Killaloe, is named after a saint of the early 
seventh century, St. Lua or Dalua. A 
stone oratory, said to have been built by 
the saint, stands on what is called the 
Friar’s Island, and thither, on August 
15th every year, it is customary for many 
pious persohs to make pilgrimage. When 
the Shannon is in flood, the oratory can 
be reached only by wading knee deep. It 
now is announced that in the near future, 
as a result of the operations of the 
Shannon scheme, the sluice gates at 
Killaoe will cease to operate. The result,

Addressing a Labour meeting at Roscrea on 
his return trom Russia, where he had spent 
six weeks as one of the delegates from the 
Workers’ Union of Ireland to the International 
lrades Union Congress at Moscow, Mr. 
Martin Cunningham, secretary of the local 
branch of the Workers’ Union, said that there 
was no interference with the free exercise of 
religion there. While he was there he at- 
tended Mass just the same as he would at 
Roscrea. The welfare of women was one of 
the first considerations of the Soviet Govern- 
ment. They had equal rights with men, and 
were paid the same wages for the same work. 
The salary of President Stalin was the 
equivalent of £925 a year—less, he said, than 
President Cosgrave gets for petrol íor his 
motor car. The police force was a voluntary 
organisation on a two or three years’ basis. 
It was said that the Russian workers had 
Stolen the wealth of the capitalists. ‘ They 
were right,’ he said, “to take it: from ‘the 
vermin who had dominated the.» in the 
past. 

It was a remarkable thing to see Red 
troops paraded a mile and a half long and 
standing to “ attention ” for Martin Cunning- 
ham, of Roscrea. and Mick Fitzpatrick, of 
Galway. It would only be done for a Governor- 
General in this country. The residence of a 
former Count and his wife, comprising 140 
rooms, was made a rest home for the ‘workers, 
and the Count had to go to work. The 
President of the Republic was just the same 
as one of themselves. He was not wearing a 
silk hat, cut-away coat and gloves, but had a 
nice suit of clothes which cost about 50s. The 
Russians did not believe in an empty stomach 
covered with a flash suit. : 

THE ORPHAN SCHOOLS. 

The orphans, who were cared for in the 
State schools, were free to mingle with other 
children outside school hours, and that was a 
far better system than the industrial school 
system in Ireland. A Catholic clergyman had 
sent him: a marked paper where it was stated 
that Christ was driven out of the schools, but 
he could tell the priest that there was as 
much religion in Russia as in their own 
country.

ANOMALIES IN SALE OF 
PRODUCE,

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From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
Inasmuch as it is utilised tor the disposal 
of produce from farms and market gardens 
within a twelve-mile radius of the cuy, the 
Dublin Fruit and Vegetable Market cannot 
be the worst possible piace for selling agricul- 
tural produce wholesaie. If it were uot satis- 
factory, it would not continue to be used. 
tuesdays and Fridays are the busiest days 
of the week, and it is remarkable to note the 
large quantity of cabbage, turnips, swedes 
and other produce which changes hands by 
auction within a few hours. Alter mustering 
outside the precincts of the market, a regular 
procession of farmers’ carts passes through to 
the rostrum wheie the salesmen their 
business.

THE FORESTALLERS. 

Cabbage comes in in loads of varying size. 
The contents of these are closely estimated 
by the forestallers, who are among the prin- 
cipal traders; but for purposes of comparison 
any attempt to reconcile wholesale and retail 

rices is out of the question. A grievance 
á been made of the fact that tne farmers’ 
carts which convey cabbage are also used for 
carrying stable manure, the procedure being 
to bring in farm produce and take back 
manure. As long as the market authority has 
no power to insist upon farm carts being 
clean, little improvement is likely to be 
effected in this respect. When the cart has 
been emptied, on reaching home, say, at 7 
p.m., the carter is not disposed to wash it 
before again loading for the market. It is 
true that the outer leaves protect the cabbage 
proper, but bad weather tends to make at 
least part of the load unpleasant looking. 

AN ENGLISH PROSECUTION. 

Quite recently a farmer was successfully 
prosecuted in England for carrying heavy 
mud on the wheels of his cart and spoiling 
the appearance of the road. If this was done 
in Dublin, quite a tidy revenue would be 
derived from fines. 

From time to time it has been suggested 
that farmers would obtain better prices if 
they sold their cabbage trimmed. Farmers 
contend that if they were obliged to do this 
the cost would be too great, and as a result 
many of them would give up supplying the 
Dublin market. (ne extensive grower at 
present sends his cabbage to market in sacks. 
but forestallers do not like them. 
they cannot see what they are getting. 

A point of interest which came under my 
notice during a visit to the market was that 
unless vegestables or fruit. are so unsound as 
to be unfit for human food, the Publie Health 
Department, which deals with these matters, 
can take no action. The produce may be un- 
saleable because of its inferiority, but in that

INDIAN EDUCATION 
PROBLEMS. 


THE MISSIONARY TASK, 


‘‘In many parts of the world our prayers 
for open doors have been answered; unless 
the Church goes forward in this matter, utter 
and complete disaster awaits us,” said the 
Bishop of Cork, who presided at a meeting 
held last night in the Gregg. Hall, Dublin. 
when the subject of “ Christian Education in 
India’’ was discussed. ‘There are times, he 
continued, when prayer must give place to 
action ; when inaction means disaster. There 
are many ways in which we can go forward— 
in our knowledge of the greatness and 
majesty of God, in our knowledge of His 
will, in our knowledge of what the Church 
is doing, in trying to form an atmosphere at 
home in which the spirit of God ean work. 

“Phat the East is spiritual and the West 
is materialistic is an idea that one often hears 
expressed amongst the educated Hindus,” 
the Rev. T. Gardiner, Principal of Hislop 
College, Nagpur, said, in speaking of the 
attitude in india towards the missionary 
enterprise of the Church. ‘‘ There is a dit- 
ference between what we mean by spirituality, 
and what the Indian means. The Indian 
idea of the spiritual man is one who has 
renounced the world, and the things of the 
world, for the sake of personal salvation. 
Our idea of the religious man is one whose 
life is devoted to service fox others. 

‘One of the tasks of the missionary is to 
try to enrich that traditional Hindu concep- 
tion of what is spiritual by our idea of ser- 
vice for others. We do not want to take 
from the Indian that idea of renunciation. 
We want to implant the idea that that renun- 
ciation should be for the sake of others—to 
revise the Indian conception of what 
spirituality means. The educated Jndian is 
filled with a sense of pride in his own rel 
gious heritage. I do not think that the 
educational missionary will doany good at all 
unless he can enter with some sympathy into 
their deeply-rooted religious ideals. You can- 
not expect them to look with anything but 
pride upon the religious heritage that has 
come down to them through the centuries. 
The extreme Hindu view is that India has a 
religion, a culture, a philosophy of her own, 
not like the cannibals and negroes of Africa. 

MAKING AN IMPRESSION. 

“ Although the missionary is all the time 
up against this pride in the Indian’s religious 
past, there are many aspects of the mis- 
sionary’s work that the Indian weleomes. 
Misstonary work has corrected wrong ideas of 
Western civilisation; it represents the best 
side of Western life to the people of the East. 
The Indians recognise the value of social 
improvements, brought about by moral agen- 
cies. ‘The efforts in social service made by 
the Indians are very largely based upon the 
principles of the Christian Gospel, the 
righteousness of God, and the brotherhwod 
of man. 

Yet all that appreciation leaves the mis- 
sionary cold. He knows that his vocation 
is not fulfilled unless he is making a spiritual 
impression, Is there no evidence that we 
ave doing that? The thing that is arresting 
the mind of the educated Indian is- the 
person of Christ Hunsell. Indians have 

oken of Christianity not ign tO 
merely their own 'e 
ligion. Sut = they unwilling to ae- 
knowledge the superioritv of Christianity to 
Hinduism. That, 1 believe, is the last line 
of Hindu defence—that they have said that 
Christ is of all the the a wledg

The Rev. J. E. Neill, formerly of Wesley 
College, Madras, spoke on the value .f 
Christian education to India.

‘A YEAR’S GOOD WORK. 

The Committee of the Lourdes Babies’ Club 
their annual meeting yesterday at 
Upper Buckingham street, Dublin. The Rev. 
lather Flood, Adm., presided. 

The report of the year’s work was read by 
Miss O'Reilly, who stated that the club, which 
opened in 1916. now holds the position of 
being the largest of the nine city babies’ 
clubs, Attendances for the past year hum- 
bered 15,616, and 1.466 medical cousultatious 
were given by the medical officer ; 1,852 violet 
ray treatments were given, and the work of 
the dental clinic has proved of the greatest 
benefit.

THE OBJECT OF BABY CLUBS. 

Piulessor Moorhead gave a short address on 

Baby Clabs in relation to the Preventive 
Side of Child Welfare Work.’ Nearly as 
high a test, the. speaker said, had been 
applied to babies in our esuntry enti some 
years ago as was applied to the babies of 
Sparta long ago. Just as many babies died 
here during their first year from overcrowdimeg, 
wrong food and want of knowledge on the 
part of those concerned with them as died 
long ago in Sparta from being put out with- 
out any clothes on them on the roof of the 
house. Baby clubs were brought into exist- 
ence to remedy that state of affairs. In 
twenty years the namber of deaths of mfants 
has come dows by 45 per cent. Baby clubs 
were started in 1909, and to them the diminu- 
tion of deaths is largely due, and a great 
increase is brought about in the happiness and 
usefulness of those who grow up. 

One very good work of the clubs was the 
provision of a nurse to go when required into 
the homes of the patients. Medicine and 
advice might be given, bat # mght be 
difficult to carry out that advice in the home. 
Sometimes the cause of the patient's illness 
was to be found in the home. <A social ser- 
vice unit attached to every hospital was a 
very necessary thing to carry out such work 
as was done for the babies’ clubs by the 
sent out. 

WORKERS THANKED. 

Sir Williams Thompson propused a vote of 
thanks to the .voluntary workers. and to 
Father Flood for presiding. The expenditure 
for the year, he said, amounted to £517 14s. 
4d. Towards these expenses there was: a 
Corporation grant of £58 15s. 3d. ont of the 
Child Welfare Grant, This showed the heavy 
responsibility in raising the balance of £458 
that rested with the voluntary committee 

The vote of thanks was seconded by the 
Rev. Father Hurlev, who said that his work 
ás a priest brought him amongst those who 
weré helped by the club, and he had an 
opportunity of seeing how very little chance 
manv children had of surviving were itt net 
for all that was done for them. Money was 
badly needed both for the general funds and for 
repairs te the roof, which was in a very un- 
satisfactory and dangerons condition.

By the light of a stable lantern, the ancient 
custom of ‘‘ apple-wassailing ’’ was observed 
in an orchard in the village of Carhampton, 
near Minehead, last night. Soon after dark- 
ness had fallen the celebrants marched 
solemnly in procession through the streets, 
and when they reached the. orchard made for 
the largest apple tree. . There they .formed 
a ring, while their leader, the Chief 
Wassailer, placed a bucketful of cider at the 
foot of the tree. Then a piece of toast was 
dipped in the bucket and hung from a branch 
as a peace offering to the robins. 

This done, the Chief Wassailer, stepped 
back, took off his hat, and chanted a rhymed 
incantation, after which the celebrants 
cheered loudly, while a number, armed with 
sporting rifles, fired a feu-de-joie. 

hen, one by one, they marched up to the 
bucket, dipped in a tin mug, and solemnly 
pledged the ancient tree. 

Every orchard in the village was visited 
in turn, the same ceremonial being carried

NEARLY 2,000 ADDITIONAL 
ACRES REQUIRED. 

The necessity of more playing fields for 
young people in Belfast was emphasised by 
Councillor John W. T. Watters in an address 
which he gave yesterday at the Belfast 
Rotary Club’s weekly luncheon meeting.

LONDON FOGBOUND. 


AFTERMATH OF THE 
AND FLOODS, 


Aiter a day of brilliant sunshine, 
London had its first thick fog of the year 
last night. Up to 10 p.m. it was only 
local, and while districts near the river 
were densely shrouded, the nicht was still 
clear and star-lit in many of the suburbs. 

The fog was due to the dying away of 
the North-Westerly breeze, coupled with a 
rapid fall of temperature, and it was, 
doubtless, aggravated by the saturated 
state of the ground resulting from the 
recent heavy rain and flood. 

Yesterday -has been the coldest day 
since the end of the wintry spell aft: 
Christmas, and, though the sunshine sent 
the thermometer slightly above’ the 
January normal during the afternoon, it 
sank very quickly after dark. At 9 p.m. 
8 degrees of frost were registered on the 
ground in North London. 

An anti-cyclone over Scandinavia~ is 
spreading southward, and during the next 
twenty-iour hours conditions are likely to 
be favourable for widespread fog over 
England. In some inland districts it mav 
persist all day. Otherwise the weather 
is expected to be fine and rather cold, ex- 
cept in the far West, where some rain 
or drizzle is probable.

MOST VICTIMS IN PAWN SHOP 
DISTRICTS.

CHICAGO, Tuesday. 

Men suicides predominate in Chicago by 
three io one. The Unive rsity of Chicaco 
publishes a report made by an expert who 
has been investigating the suicide zones in 
Chicago for five vears. The highest rate of 
Suicides is revealed in the slum districts, 
closely followed by those occurring in the 
hotel and office areas. The pawn shop dis- 
tricts produce the most victims, according to 
the expert’s investigations. 

Mav and December are the high suicide 
months. Three times as many men as women 
kill themselves, and the rate increases 
steadily with age. Marriage and family life 
tend to lower the rate. The divorced rank 
higher than the widowed, who, in turn, have 
a higher rate than the wnmarried. Negroes 
have the lowest rate of all. , 

Specific immigrant groups of the Central 
Furopean countries rank hich in suicides, 
Austria having a rate of 56.9 to 100.000, 
Denmar« 48.1, Hungary 47.3, Germany 43.4, 
Czecho Slovakia 42.0.

CYRENAICA. 


ITALY’S IMPORTANT 
SUCCESS. 


— 


From RevutTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


ROME, Tuesday. 

With a view to establishing the definite 
territorial union of the two Italian-Libian 
Colonies, of asserting Italian domination 
over the region of the Eastern Syrta 
(Sidra), and of crushing the enmity ol 
the strong and warlike Mogarba tribe, 
Italian Colonial troops carried out a series 
of operations between the órd and 14th of 
January. 

These “‘combing’” operations extended 
over an area of 240 kilometres, between 
}Senerat and Haun, and have been crowned 
with entire success. Several localities 
which were abandoned by Italian troops 
in the year 1915 have once again been 
occupied. The rebellious natives have 
been driven in disorderly flight to the 
south, towards the oasis of Zella, thanks to 
the efficacious collaboration of the Italian 
National Militia and the Aviation Corps. 

The enemy has abandoned on the field 
of battle 100 killed, 400 prisoners, 500 
rifles, 20,000 sheep, 8,000 camels, 300 
tents, and large quantities of other 
property. 

The Italian losses amounted to one non- 
commissioned officer and eight natives 
killed and 14 wounded, including one 
Italian Militiaman. 

The region of the Eastern Syrta (Sidra) 
has been completely occupied and 
organised militarily by the creation of 
fixed garrisons and mobile columns, thus 
ensuring the territorial union of the two 
colonies of Benghazi and Tripoli. 


LIBIA. 

Italian Libia, the scene of the opera- 
tions described above, lies on the 
Northern coast of Africa, between Tunis 
on the west and Egypt on the east. 
Libia’s southernmost point is in the un- 
mapped Sahara. Tripoli had been virtu- 
ally under Turkish domination since the 
sixteenth century. In 1911, however, 
Italy quarrelled with Turkey, invaded 
Tripoli, and placed an army there. Her 
next. step was annexation of the country, 
and the Treaty of Ouchy, signed in 1912, 
confirmed Italian sovereignty in Tripoli. 

The country is divided into Tripolitania 
and Cyrenaica for administrative pur- 
poses, with ‘Tripoli and Benghar as 
capitals. The caravan trade between 
Tripoli and Central Sudan is considerable, 
a great feature of it being ostrich 
feathers, which are brought overland from 
Central Africa and forwarded to Paris and 
London. 

Cyrenaica’s chief trade activities are 
exports of sponges and the importation 
of cotton.

UNPRECEDENTED SERIES 
OF FIRES.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

Fire blackened ruins at four points, of 
which two were in the business section of 
the city, this morning marked the trails 
of suspected pyromaniacs, who kept fire- 
men on the run all night and gave: the 
city its greatest scare of recent years. 

An unprecedented series of fires began 
shortly before midnight, and continued 
unt 1] early in the morning. Four major 
conflagrations were interspersed with 
smaller ones and many false alarms. 

Calls for assistance were sent to nearby 
cities in Virginia and Maryland, and ten 
companies which were sent in response 
from Baltimore made the forty mile run 
in time to combat the last two blazes. 

So. far as officials know this morning, 
there have been no fatalities, although:a 
score of firemen were overcome by smoke.

His speech on this occasion will, doubt- 
less, do much to dispel the poisonous mists 
which have beer allowed to gather round the 
so-called question of Alsace. In fact, there 
is not any real question of Alsace. The fine 
people of the province are to the. marrow 
loyal to France, as they have been loyal to 
her in good days as in evil—from its in- 
corporation with the kingdom. There can be 
no doubt of that, but there can also be no 
doubt that ever since their liberation from 
the yoke of Germany a good deal of 
grumbling has been heard from large classes 
among them. The transition from German 
administration to French administration in- 
evitably caused a measure of hardship to in- 
dividuals and to classes, but the hardship and 
the discontent it provoked have largely 
abated. The present grievances centre round 
the language question and round that 
religious question which permanently divides 
all France into two hostile camps, and 
which the Cartel parties are now choosing 
for the main attack in their electoral cam- 
paign. 

In Alsace education is the chief battie 
ground for both questions. ‘The spoken 
language of the people is neither French ner 
German, but a dialect or patois which is 
undeniably Germanic. Alsatians are deeply 
attached to it, and no Frenchman but cn 
educational fanatic could dream of substitat- 
ing French for it, any more than for Flemish 
or Breton, for Basque or Provengal. Dut 
France, not unnaturally, wishes that all her 
children should be able to understand aud to 
speak her language, and, therefore, that 
French, so far as possible, should be the 
language of instruction in the Alsatian 
schools. Here the religious question inter- 
venes. The country priests, and the rarents 
in their flocks, insist that religious education, 
to go home, must be given in the every-day 
r.other tongue of the children, and this 
reasonable view, together with their tradi- 
tional affection for their dialect, inclines 
many of them to regard teaching through 
French on even other subjects with dislike.

AN EMPTY GESTURE.

WASHINGTON, Tueaday. 

The passing by 54 to 34 votes by the Senate 
yesterday of a resolution in favour of the 
immediate downward revision of the tariff 
should be understood abroad as an empty 
gesture. The majority was made up ot 
Democrats and Progressive Republicans. It 
acted in the certainty that the House of 
Representatives, which alone can _ initiate 
tariff legislation, will do nothing, and it is 
the safest of safe guesses that, without this 
certainty, enough Democrats would have 
shifted to the other side to ensure the defeat 
of the resolution. The four days’ debate on 
the tariff which ended with this vote was as 
showy, but as futile, as any political parade, 
with its banners and banging of drums. 
It is not downward revision of excessive 
schedules which is in the minds of .most 
politicians just now, but upward revision of 
rates on products, and this may even be 
brought about. Provision of this sort can he 
made in the form of additions to the Tax 
Bill, which seems to be the intention. There 
need be no difficulty about such a plan. the 
only question being rather as to whethpr at 
the same time, and for political rather than 
economic reasons, rates on such articles as 
aluminiom and steel should be touched. 

Most of the Progressives would like to dis- 
cipline the aluminium and steel trusts, but 
it is not at all certain that thev can persuade 
enough Democrats to join them in bien sO.

THE NET RESULT. . 
The net result of the, decision is that

NAVAL STAFF. 


SUGGESTED REDUCTION IN 
NUMBERS. 

The chief criticism made by the Select 
Committee on Estimates in their second 
report is that substantial reductions can 
be made in the naval staff without im- 
pairing the efficiency of the Navy. 

The Committee point out that in 1914 
the Admiralty Staff consisted of 1,900 
officers and civilians. It is now 3,026. 
The personnel of the. Navy has in the 
interval decreased from 151,000 to 
102,275, and the number of ships in com- 
mission and reserve from 618 to 394. 

The Admiralty’s reply to criticism of 
the disparity between the numbers of the 
staff employed in 1914 and now ts :— 

(a) In regard to the increase of héad- 


quarters work on the personnel side, that 


although the personnel of the Navy is 
reduced, it has become more specialised 
and sub-divided and, therefore, more com- 
plicated to administer; and 

(b) In regard to the increase of work on 
the material side, that while the Navy 
has many fewer ships, each one 1s so much 
more complex in equipment that the 
labour which the production and main- 
tenance of the smaller fleet necessitates is 
far greater than that entailed by the 
larger fleet in 1914. The Admiralty 
further claim that Headquarters Staff in 
1914 was inadequate. 

The Committee agree that a comparison 
between the numbers of staff at the 
Admiralty and the corresponding numbers 
of personnel and ships In commission in 
1914 and 1927 respectively is misleading, 
but they think, nevertheless, substantial 
reductions can be made without impairing 
the efficiency of the Navy. 


“RUSSIAN STOLEN 
GOODS.” 


OIL CONTROVERSY IN 
AMERICA,

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 
Another chapter in the oil controversy 
between the Standard Oil and the Royal 
Dutch interests was written this afternoon 
when Mr. Richard Airey, spokesman for 
the Royal Dufch Company, issued a flat 
statement that the Royal Dutch intended 
to fight the Standard Oil Company in any 
country to which te latter shipped 
“ Russian stolen goods.”’

Hansen said he was neither a Com- 
munist nor a Bolshevist. He had come to 
England to learn the language, and there 
was no truth in the suggestion that he had 
attempted to obtain information contrary 
to the law of England, or that he had 
aided and abetted McCartney to obtain 
information. 

The trial was adjourned until to-day.

“STOP LIST.’ 


HOW PRICE-CUTTING 
IS DEALT WITH. 
—T— 


A special meeting of the Motor Trade 
Association will held in London next 
week to consider the position of the ' stop 
list,” in view of a decision that was given 

esterday in the King’s Bench Division, 
ndon. 

The action was brought by Messrs. Hafdie 
and Lane, Ltd., motor car dealers and agents, 
of Woodstock street, London, who claimed 
damages against Mr. John Chilton, Mr. 
Harry Arnold Bennett, and. Mr. . Percy 
Ingram Denyer, for alleged’ misrepresenta- 
tion and conspiracy. The defendants denied 
the charges. 

Sir Eenry Slesser, who appeared for the 
plaintiffs, said that Messrs. Chilton and 
Bennett were members of a body in the 
Motor Trade Association, called: the “' stop 
list” committee. The Association existed for 
the keeping up of the prices of motor cars, 
and was very powerful. If anybody sold a 
motor car below a certain rate, which was 
called the protected price, the Association 
had power to place the offending person upon 
the “stop list.’’ To be put on the black 
list of the Association was a sentence of in- 
dustrial death to anyone selling or dealing in 
motor cars. A person going on the “* stop 
list ” could not get materials and would not 
be supplied. 

Captain Hardie and Captain Lane, who had 
come out of the Army and had set up busi- 
ness as sellers of motor cars, had been mem- 
bers of the Association since 1920, and there 
were no complaints until the end of 1925. 

A CONCESSION. 

On January 25, 1926, a man named Neal 
called at their shop. He tried to tempt them 
into selling him a car below the price fixed. 
He said that he had sold a motor cycle, and 
could only just afford to pay the price of 
the car, but could not afford to pay for de- 
livery charges or for the number plates. It 
was agreed to make no delivery charge, and 
to give a number plate. 

hree days later Neal again called and 
asked for a discount on the car, The -plain- 
tiffs, however, refused to allow the discount, 
but they did allow part of the unexpired 
tax on the car for the year. 

Neal, Sir Henry alleged, was a spy sent to 
the shop by Mr. Denyer, who was the “ stop 
list’’ superintendent of tho Association. 
Neal later went to the shop and handed the 
se a draft for £225 (the proper price), 

ut a complaint was made that the plaintiffs 
had not charged £12 10s. for delivery, un- 
expired tax and number plates. 

The plaintiffs went before the “stop list ”’ 
Committee, who contended that the car 
should not have been sold for less than 
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Eventually they received a letter stating 
that the Committee had decided that an 
infringement of the recognised price regula- 
tions had been proved, but it was added 
that if the plaintiffs would pay £200 to the 
indemnity fund of the Association the Com 
mittee would recommend the Council to 
regard this action as a satisfactory ending of 
the matter. 

ALLEGED BLACKMAIL. 

“This letter was no more than 
mailing threat, contended Sir Heury, 
submitted that through Neal an attempt had 
been made to entrap the plaintifis 
breach of the Association’s rules. 

The plaintiffs signed an agreement with 
the Association, repurchased the car for £2352.

Most of the trades all over the 
world had organisations which were intended 
to benefit themselves. The object of the 
Motor Trade Association was to secure per- 
fectly fair dealing among all the members 
who were in the trade. The ‘‘stop list” agree- 
ments were scrupulously fair, and obviously 
in the interests of all the members. 

If someone had undercut prices in com- 
petition with them the plaintiris would have 
been the first to go to the Association with 
a request thet they should stop it. The only 
way to stop it would be by the operation of 
the ‘‘siop hst.” Everyone in the trade 
knew that a fine or a sum of money could be 
offered as av alternative to going on the 
“stop list.”’ 

Such offences could only be detected by a 
trap. A policeman could not go into a night 
club in uniform and say: ‘‘I want a bottle 
of champagne,’ and expect to deceive any- 
one. In the same way a trap was necessary 
to the Association’s scheme. 

The jury returned a verdict for the plaintiffs 
for £152, the full amount of the claim. 

Notice of appeal against the verdict 
given. 
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ASSOCIATION’S BY-LAWS. 

In an interview, after, the result of the case 
had been announced, an official of the Motol 
Trade Association said that the future 
activities of the Agsociation would not be 
affected by. the case. ‘‘Since the date when 
the events leading to the action occurred, 
he said, ‘‘the by-laws of the Association 
have, on the advice of counsel, been altered 
to provide definitely for the alternative of a 
fine inetead of placing the trader on the stop 
list.”? The fine was instituted as an alternative 
to the much more severe “‘ stop-list’’ penalty 
to meet cases where the breach of the regula- 
tions was less serious, or, perhaps, the first

COUNTY BOARDS OF 
HEALTH 


SOME REDUCED ESTIMATES 
FOR COMING YEAR. 


Limerick City rates will be reduced by three 
pence in the pound as the result of savings 
effected by the City Home and Hospital Com- 
mittee. 

An increase of £12,368 in the estimate of 
the Limerick County Board of Health 1s at- 
tributed to the fact that the Board had for the 
first time taken over a liability for loans from 

County Council amounting to over 
£16,000. 

The County Wexford Board of Health has 
effected a saving of a halfpenny in the pound 
on the courity rates, despite unforeseen ex- 
penditure on the County Hospital and an out 
break of a mild type of scarlatina. : 

Three County Boards of Health estimated 
as follows :— 

Kinxenny—£45,249. Reduction, £1,000. 

Lruericx—£55,000. Increase, £12,568. 

Wexrorp—£50,000. Reduction, £700 

TYRONE HOSPITAL'S BIG DEFICIT. 

It was reported at the meeting of the Com 

mittee of Tyrone County Hospital yesterday, 
that the hospital started tne year with a debit 
balance of over £3,000, and the Chairman 
(Captain Herdman) stated that this was 
mainly due to the fact that when the Com 
mittee sent the County Council an estimato 
of their expenditure last year, amounting to 
£5,200. this being £3,800 above the statutory 
grant, the County Council only struck a rate 
for £2,400. In November last the County 
Council got £1,243, and would get the halance 
in March, bringing the total up to £2,847 in 
addition to the statutory grant of £1.400. 
Dr. Thompson said that since the hospital 
was built, twenty-eight years ago, it had never 
been free from debt, and they were kept in 
financial hot water. 
Several members of the County Council pre- 
sent promised to support the claims of the 
hospital “before the County Council, and it 
was decided to make an appeal to the County 
Council to clear off ‘the debt and provide 
sufficient for the hospital in future. A Sub-

“RED” RIOT IN 
CANTON. 
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2,000 DEAD. 
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TERRIBLE ORGY OF 
VIOLENCE. 
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FULL STORY. 
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From a Specrtat CORRESPONDENT OF

HONG KONG. 

The full extent of human suffering and 
material damage caused by the recent 
Communist coup in Canton will probably 
never be known. Even partial evidence, 
however, is enough to show that the latest 
result of Bolshevist intrigue aclieves a 
terrible prominence in the long list of 
atrocities that have apparently Fó a 
feature of Chinese life to-day. 

At a conservative estimate casualties ran 
into two or three thousand, with ‘all the 
attendant horrors of torture and mutila- 
tion, and the tentative assessment of 
material damage at £2,000,000 may well 
be considered absurdly low when it is 
realised that in one quarter of the city 
alone about one thousand houses, many 
of a modern type, were destroyed by a 
single fire. 

One single shop was looted of £10,000 
worth of jewellery. Moreover, it is said 
that 70 per cent. of the larger shops in 
the city were looted in some degree. 

ATTACK AT 3 A.M. 

Although danger was obviously in the 
air, the coup, when it came, seems to have 
been unexpected. Shortly after 3 a.m. on 
Sunday, December llth, the city was 
awakened by the sound of rifle and 
machine-gun fire, and the orgy of violence 
had begun. | 

The rabble, composed of “Red” 
peasants, discontented soldiers, and the 
scu.n of the city, had enough sense to 
choose the police as the immediate objects 
of their attack. The rickshaw coolies, 
who appear to regard the police as their 
natural enemies, lent a willing hand ; and, 
shooting in cold blood any and every 
member of the force encountered on the 
way, the mob overran the central police 
are as well as many of the Government 
oflices.

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Speaking at the opening debate of the 
Cambridge Union Society last night, on the 
motion '' That the application of Socialist 
principles to the nationai finances would be 
disastrous,’’ Major J. W. Hills, M.P., said 
that he disagreed with the Socialist ideas on 
three grounds—-(1) The party wanted too 
much; (2) they wanted to raise money in the 
wrong way, and (3) they were being led 
away by certain financial misconceptions. 
Altogether, on a very modest estimate the 
Socialist Party were proposing schemes which 
would expend £200,000,000 or £300,000,000 
more than Mr. Winston Churchill, and the 
present Chancellor of the Exchequer had not 
been accused of reducing expenditure. 

The Socialists were pledged to take off 
about £48,000,000 a year by promoting a free 
breakfast table, and their proposals on unem- 
ployment and work or maintenance were estl- 
mated to cost over £200,000,000 a year. He 
wanted his opponents to define the case of 
the earned income of a man who had worked 
hard all his life and who wished to retire. 
Should his investments be described as un- 
earned income’ He claimed that investments 
represented more beneficial assets to the com- 
munity than purely earned income. 

RATES AND TAXES. 

Mr. Pethick-Lawrence, M.P., said that m 
the report of the Colwyn Committee on the 
question of income tax they were of opinion, 
after investigating the facts, that high income 
tax had little or no effect of injuring the 
industry of this country. He said that high 
rates, not taxes, were injurious, but he made 
no mention about rates in districts in which 
Socialist local boards were in power.
